Residents of towns and cities every­ 
where are beginning to realize more 
acutely the fact that, except antler 
very unusual conditions, their commu­ 
nities will prosper and develop only 
In proportion to tho prosperity nod de­ 
velopment that coine#i to the farming 
sections which surround them. 
Real­ 
izing this fnct, commercial clubs and 
chambers of commerce have in recent 
years been devoting us much of their 
attention to developing the country 
districts os they have to securing new 
industries and attracting new resi­ 
dents. 
They know that as the coun­ 
try about the towns becomes more 
thickly settled and as the farmers be­ 
come more prosperous the more money 
will be spent In the towns and the 
faster these -towns will grow. 
It Is 
largely for this reason that the resi­ 
dents of the towns and cities have 
been doing more and more to ald the 
farm ers lo growing bigger crops and 
in 
Improving 
m arketing 
conditions. 
The towns and cities have contributed 
more and more liberally toward the 
building of good roads in the country 
districts and have paid a lurge part 
of the exjiense of maintaining agri­ 
cultural experts to assist the farmers 
In growing bigger crops and getting 
more money out of their crops when 
they are placed on the market.
